TOKEN A trade coin good for some value in trade (does not 
include good luck tokens, president tokens etc) 


MOST VALUABLE BOTTLE Based on current bottle price book 


JEWELRY Any jewelry type item, including rings, cuff links, 
watch fobs, pins, necklaces, brooches, medals, 
medallions, charms, etc” 


BUTTON Clothing fastener type button or snap oniy (Does not 
include advertising pin type buttons) 


NON-METAL Must not contain any metal. Includes such items 
as bottles (without metal caps), marbles, arrowheads, 
etc , 


ARTIFACT Any man made artifact, including arrow heads, 
bottles, jewelry, coins, etc 


Entries will be accepted only from 6:45 to 7:00 PM before 
each meeting. This will allow time for the items to be 
recorded and arrainged before the start of the meeting. You 
may take extra forms home with you to fill out before you 
come to the next meeting. 


Entries must be items you have found since the last monthly 
meeting of NUTS. 


Only members can enter the competition. You can enter only 
items you-have found yourself. Items found by other family 
members must be entered as their own finds. Visitors cannot 
enter the competition but are welcome to bring a display of 
items they have found or collected if they wish to share it 
with the club.

FIND OF THE MONTH RULES (continued) 


You do not have to be present to enter the Find of The Month 
competition. If you cannot make it to the meeting, you can 
arrainge to have your finds brought to the meeting and they 
will be entered in the categories you specify. 


Only one item can be entered in each category unless the 
items were found together and must remain together to make 
the entry complete. For example, a necklace with a gold 
coin attached would qualify as a single entry in the jewelry 
or artifact categories. A group of coins found together 
cannot be entered as one item (except as a display in 
January), however a group of coins attached or fused 
together would be one item. 


If you specify an entry for a category for which it does not 
qualify, you will be asked either to enter it in the correct 
category or remove it from the competition. If you have a 
question about how to enter an item, ask the Find of the 
Month chairman or the person in charge. 


Nuts Treasure Hunter of the Year will be announced at the 
December meeting. The winner will be selected based on 
total points earned in competition during the year. Points 
will be awarded as follows: 


First Place in a category 4 points 
Second Place 3 points 
Third Place 2 points 
Fourth thru Last Place 1 point 


If you have an entry for every: category you will get a 
minimum of 11 points for that month. 


At the January meeting members are invited to make a display 
of their best finds of the year and enter it in a "Display 
Only" competition. Prizes will be awarded, but no points 
will be given towards the next year's competition. 


There will be no Find of the Month at the December, January, 
February, or March meetings.
